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EVANS WINS OPEN
GOLF TITLE WITH
A RECORD SCORE

Chicago Amateur Leads
Field in National Event
by Two Strokes

J. M. BARNES IS THIRD

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn, July 1.—An
amatsur, Charles (Chick) Evans, Jr., of the
Edgewater Club, Chicago, four times West-
arn amatour golf champlon and onoce win-
ner of the Western <pen title, added the
capsheaf to hls laurels yesterday by win-
ning thes natlonal open golf champlonship
over the Minikahda 1links, with a total
score of 288 for the 72 holes,

Thua for the third time In four years
premier honora In the open clnssic have bean
captured by an amateur, and this time by
the lowest score since the Inception of the
shamplonship in 1804,

The best previous score was 200, made
by George Sargent at Englewood, N. J.,
In 1809, and by Walter Hagen at tha Mid-
lothian Club, Chicago, In 1914, when Evanas
wis runner-up with 201,

Evans won the title by a margin of two
strokes, for Jack Hutchinson, a Plttsburgh
professional, by clipplng one stroke from
the course record of 63, set by Evana Thurs-
day, turned In a card of 68 for the
afterncon round yesterday, witich gave him
a total of 288 J. M. Barnea, the FPhila-
delphia professional, was third with 200,
Par for the course is 72, and the course reo-
ord was 70 until lowered i stroks Thurs-
day by Evans. The distance of the courss
Is 6150 yards.

BEvans, who s credited with holding
more course records than any other ama-
teur, played conslstently and in good form
today., His drives went long against a
rather stiff wind that swept the course In
the afterncon and his putting was accurate.
He turned in a eard of 147 for the 36 holes,
which, with his 133 of Thursday, brought
him vietory.

He played the first nine holes of the
morning In one over par. He had dim-
culty on the fourth hole, whare he was
forced to take three putts when ha had an
cany four In elght. The large gallery which
followed felt that the break had come, but
Evana recovered, and thereafter played well.
Ho experienced the same trouble at the
sams hole In the afternoon, taking four
pults,

Otto Hackbarth, the Cincinnati profes-
slonnl, equaled the record set Thursday by
Evans by making a 63 yesterday morning.
